Philadelphia, Feb. I S . - Now that the 
sub-scale committee <>1 the bituminou 
miners and operators of western Penn­ 
sylvania, Ohio, Indiana and Illinois 
has begun to consider tho demand® of 
the nj on for iii Rh or wages and other 
concessions, after the expiration of the 
present working 
contract, April I, 
speculation is rife in mining circles 
as to the probable outcome. 
One of the most serious propositions 
for consideration by the committee, 
said an Ohio operator, is the demand 
for "a complete check-off for the min­ 
ers’ organization 
through Ute com­ 
panies’ offices.” 
The ‘'checkoff” is a system under 
which the operator 
withholds from 
tile miners' pay the union dues and 
pays them over to the locals of the 
United Mine W orkers of America. The 
operators would abolish tills custom. 
*'Tlie check-off system,” said the op 
erator, “is the financial life of U t 
union. 
At the same time, the u p d ­ 
aters who are collecting these dun* 
for the m iners’ organization realize 
that they are raising mini* to bo used 
as clubs over their own or their Coin 
petit ors’ libels In times of strik e -;. 
They are opposed to this system, and 
I would not be surprised to find the 
sub-scale committee run up against a 
snug when it considers this demand of 
the operators.

strikes by collecting this money for

J. W. Dunne. They reported the dis 
eovery of a new Inca city in Peru 
called Plateriyayoc, and visited Otho! 
regions 
hitherto unknown to whit* 
men. 
Traces were found also of the lost 
Sol jail expulsion, which t<»ok the same 
route as the Cromer expedition. 
Cap­ 
tain Besley thought that the horn ? 
might have been the remains of mein 
hers of either party. The Seljan ex 
pedition was in search of rubber and 
is said to have been financed by F. F. 
G rundlkh, of Chicago. 
Besley said he and his party en­ 
countered savage cannibal tribes, who 
were armed with 
poisoned arrow’s, 
and on one occasion Ii is party were 
attac ked by them. 
A few gunshots 
drove them off. 
Considerable scientific work was ac­ 
complished. 
Slides were made of the 
e ta fly. Moving pictures were taken 
of jungle life, snakes aud menilwirs of 
the cat family particularly. 
“ It was one of the most exciting 
and perilous 
journeys that a white 
man has ever undertaken and passed 
through alive,” said a m ember of the 
party.

times when a 
wrong move meant death, not only 
among the savage®, but also 
while

river, full of rapids ami whirlpools. 
We had to divide our nights into fo il 
watches as a protection, both agalust 
the Indians and wiki beasts.” 
it was alter they crossed over the 
range to the headw aters of th** Ama 
ton that the treal troubles of the ex­ 
pedition began. Both tile north a n i 
south rivers forming the upper Ama 
zen have been explored, and the party 
therefore took their course down the 
middle river, from which no white 
man ever before has returned. 
Before tile descent began eight of 
the party w ere stricken with fever and 
hail to remain behind.
